Washington, January 30.—(United | 
News.) —A strong warning to-congress | 
that it must not molest the balanced 
budget by excessive tax reduction;

Coolidge has insisted that a 
tion of $225.000,000 is all that can 
safely be made this year. But the 
house raised this to $200,000,000 and 
the bill is now pending in the senate 
finance committee where democrats are 
tryiug to make still greater reduc- 
tions. While President Coolidge never | 
utters veto threats concerning pend- 
ing legislation, his words tonight were 
so emphatic as to lead many of: his’ 
hearers ‘o believe that he might 
hesitate to kill any tax bill which 
goes too far beyond what he thinks!

IMMIGRATION LAW 


Washington, D, C., January 50.— 
(Special.)—Sweeping changes in the 
manner in which records are kept in 
connection with the naturalization of 
aliens in the United States are con- 
tained in an amendment to the 
migration law adopted June 29, 1906. 
which was introduced in congress by 
Congressman Charles H. Brand, of 
the eighth Georgia district. 

Under the terms of the Brand 
amendment aliens will be required to 
furnish more detailed information 
concerning their previous life and ac 
‘tivities than under the old law. K 
provides that the bureau of naturali- 
' zation, under the direction and con- 
'trol of the seeretary of labor, shall 
have charge of all matters concern- 
ing the naturalization of aliens.

tic group of letters ‘‘Toce H,” was as- 
suaged Monday, when, after inquiries 
regarding the origin of the strange 
letters, The Constitution put the mat- 
ter up te fhe British consulate here. 
Consul Hay solved the rebus with 


the following explanation: 


“Toe H. an abbreviation for Talhot 
House, was founded in 1915 in Poper- 
inghe, near Ypres, France, and named 
‘Talbot, the voungest son 
of the Bishop of Winchester. It start- 
el with a few officers and men who 
met it an upper reom in Poperinghe 
and pledged themselves to brotherhood 
and service. 

“Afier the armistice the seattered 
survivors of the original Toe H. re- 
united to teach all men of every class, 
political opinion and religious eonvie- 
tion, to do their little bit in helping 
ihe world along by self-sacrifice, by ex- 
by unselfish humor and by 
widened outlook. 

“This high purpose is being carried 
out by groups of men who have formed 
themselves into ‘houses’ in most of the 
large cities of the British Isles, Bach
